Proposal of the participants about the future steps necessary 
for the Curriculum Design/Development in Afghanistan 

A4 %Hm oiitl 0f iH^ Worki^hop, tho following r©<iamm®ndi^tiana have bean m^d@ 

by the participants: 

1- Almost all suggested that the workshop proceeding should be followed up 
closely and systematically in order to achieve due results from it. Without 
further delay experts and knowledgeable Afghans on curriculum should be 
invited from all over Afghanistan and even those living outside the country to 
deliberate and work on the future curriculum for the basic education in 
Afghanistan. Out of 31 respondents 25 participants felt that future workshops 
should be convened at least for two weeks or longer duration in order to reach 
conclusion and lay a lasting foundation for curriculum design in Afghanistan. 

2- Almost all suggested creation of the National Commission for Curriculum 
(NCC). This Commission can work under the auspices of the Ministry of 
Education or any other governmental departments. The needed funds can be 
secured from UNESCO ( 27 persons ), UNICEF or any other relevant 
international bodies. To most UNESCO and other UN agencies should be 
actively involved in all processes of curriculum development in Afghanistan. 

3- Most believed that the National Commission for Curriculum (NCC) should 
be presided over by the high ranking officials in the government. Even the 
president, the prime minister or the minister of education of the country can 
function as the chairman of the commission. 

4- The majority of the participants believed that the organizer of the fumre 
workshops should also be AG BAS-Ed Vv^hich has initiated this workshop in a 
very professional manner. Some also indicated that more representatives of 
other NGOs and GOs be also involved in the future. 

5- Most of the participants were of the opinion that the future workshops 
should be convened in Peshawar to ensure wider participation from all over 
the country. Some others believed that it should be convened inside 
Afghanistan such as Kabul, Mazar-i-Sharif, Herat or any other place. 

From the participants, 31 responded to the questions posed to them. Most 
seemed to be happy from the proceedings of the workshop and admired the 
hard work of the team of the AG BAS-Ed. The participants also showed keen 
interest and actively contributed to its success.

Evaluation of the Workshop by Participants 

March 15 - 20, 1997 

1 In gsn^ral Ell of iM participants apmd upon that the workshop was very timely, 
interesting, informative and useful. Because for the first time m many years such a 
workshop on curriculum design and development for Afghanistan was organized 
where many representatives from the ministries of education , planning and provincial 
education departments of Islamic state of Afghanistan as well as the representatives of 
northern provinces of Afghanistan along with the staff members of international and 
local NGOs, mvolved in education for Afghan have come together. 

The credit for this valuable undertaking goes to its organizer Afghan German Basic 
Education AG BAS-Ed and its sponsor UNESCO. 

Furthermore, the v/orkshop was conducted by the most experienced and professional 
Afghan and UNESCO staff members. 

It was useful because the workshop served as an appropriate forum between 
professional and bought together people of different political views came together and 
discussed about curriculum design for all Afghan children. 

2. On question number two most of the participants were of the view that the resource 
persons have selected very important and interesting topics. However some have gain 
priority to some topics as follows. 

Curriculum Development and Historical perspectives. 

Objectives of Curriculum Development. 

Principles of Curriculum Development 

Stages of Curriculum development 

Importance of research in curriculum development 

Evaluation of curricular materials 

Essential skills for curriculum development and so on. 

Most of the participants have stressed unified Curriculum for the whole country and a 
few proposed learner centered base curriculum. One has even mentioned that the 
parents of the students have to be consulted before the development of any 
curriculum. 

3. On this point ahiiost all of the participants of the workshop proposed that in order to 
strengthen the professional skills of the teachers, school supervisors more of 
workshops and teacher training courses, pre-service and in-service must be planned. 

In order to enhance the academic level and professional skills of the teachers, 
supervisors and schools administrators the ministry of education has to plan, organize 
and conduct more training workshops. Many of the participants proposed that former 



teacher training colleges and faculties have to be reactive and strengthen. 

Some even proposed that no teachers without a teacher training college diplomas 
should ever be assigned for teaching duties. Those serving as a teachers without such 
decree must undereo extensive trainitig. 

Ministry of education and NGOs involved in education has to solicit more ftmding 
from UN agencies and other international donors for teacher training programs. 

Regarding the logistical facilities of the workshop, all of the participants were 
satisfied and praised the staff member of the organizer for their efforts. Out of 31 
respondents a couple of them were of the opinion that in the future instead of puting 
the participants in hotels or guest houses, they should be given the options and the 
expenses of the guest house should be distributed to those who have opted to stay with 
friend, relatives or inexpensive places.

THOUSANDS OF AFGHAN CHILDREN, 
TEENAGERS , YOUNG MEN AND YOUNG WOMEN, HAVE BEEN DEPRIVED OF 
EDUCATION FOR TOO LONG. THEY ARE THE FUTURE OF AFGHANISTAN AND THEY 
NEED OUR SUPPORT IN ORDER TO BE WELL PREPARED WHEN THE TIME COMES 
FOR THEM TO FACE THE ENORMOUS CHALLENGES AHEAD. 

THE TASK IS GIGANTIC AND THE OBSTACLES NUMEROUS AND OF 
DAUNTING PROPORTIONS. 

HOW CAN WE ENSURE THAT PENCILS. BOOKS AND TOOLS REPLACE THE 
WEAPONS IN THE HANDS OF THE YOUNG AFGHANS? HOW CAN WE MEANINGFULLY 
PARTICIPATE IN THE BUILDING OF A CIVIL SOCIETY THAT WOULD OFFER TO 
ITS YOUNGER MEMBERS SUFFICIENT OPTIONS FOR THEM TO LEARN AND BE 
ABLE TO REBUILD THEIR COUNTRY? HOW CAN WE ADDRESS THE ENORMOUS 
DIFFICULTIES ENCOUNTERED IN AFGHANISTAN WHEN GIRLS AND WOMEN CANNOT 
BENEFIT FROM BASIC AND PROFESSIONAL EDUCATION? HOW CAN WE RECONCILE 
THE UNIVERSAL HUMAN RIGHTS PRINCIPLES UPON WHICH THE UNITED NATIONS 
ARE BUILT, WITH THE CURRENT POSITION OF OUR PARTNERS IN A VAST PART 
OF THE AFGHAN TERRITORY? HOW CAN WE ABIDE Bt OUR PRINCIPLES WITHOUT 
PUNISHING FURTHER THE INNOCENT VICTIMS OF THE WAR? HOW CAN WE 
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PRRSERVR THE RIGHTS OF THE AFGHAN GIRLS WITHOUT JEOPARDIZING THOSE 
OF THE AFGHAN BOYS? 

THESE ARE SOME OF THE KEY QUESTIONS THAT VVE HAVE TO ADDRESS 
AND I AM CONVINCED THAT THIS SEHINAR IS AN IMPORTANT STEP IN THE 

RIGHT DIRigTION: 

TN THIS CONNECTION, YOU MAY BE HAPPY TO LEARN THAT THE 
KANDAHAR AU'I'MORTTJES HAVE AGREED TO ESTABLISH A JOINT COMMISSION 
WHICH WILL ACT AS COUNTERPART TO THE UN FAMILY. WE VERY MUCH HOPE 
THAT THIS JOINT COMMISSION WILL BE ABLE TO ADDRESS IMPORTANT ISSUES 
TO GREAT CONCERN OF ALL OF US AND EVENTUALLY RESULT IN SOME 
POSITIVE CHANGES. 

I UNDERSTAND THAT EFFORTS TO DEVISE A CURRICULUM HAVE BEEN 
GOING ON FOR SOME TIME. BUT I VERY MUCH HOPE THAT THIS PRESENT 
INITIATIVE WILL RESULT IN MORE PROGRESS IN THIS FIELD.

TO JOINING FORCES WITH YOU IN CURRENT AND FUTURE EFFORTS ON BEHALF

(BOYS AND GIRLS) . ITS YOUNG MEN AND ITS YOUNG WOMEN.
